In daim 7, line 28. "is the" is duplicated and should be deleted. 

In claim 8, line 1 , "Said codes in Claim T should be replaced with 'The method of daim 

7 wherein said codes". 

Claim Rejections - 35 U$C § 101 

2, 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever Invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 7-9 are directed to a method of 
generating codes without a practical application.

4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 9 recites the limitation "said hybrid Walsh", -said Hadamard", "said Walsh" 
and "said DFF in lines 20-21. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. Independent claim 9 cannot refer back to independent claim 7 to overcome 
antecedent basis, per applicant's remarks in paragraph 5, on page 3 of the amendment 
It is suggested to delete the term "said".
